natives, he is apt to exaggerate every 
thing into a wonder, and his Journal, 
hen it comes to be read, logks more 
like a Romance than a Narrative of real 
acts. Another Voyager, perhaps, know- 
ing that the generality of readers are 
. delighted with accounts of artful ſtr 
tagems, ſurprizing eſcapes, bold and ha- 
2ardous actions, and exploitsialmoſt im- 
h by the ſtrength or natural 
powers of man, fills his Journal with 
Miracles, and aſtoniſhes you in eycry 
age. 

Put tho“ many writers of Voyages 
have palm'd the moſt notorious fictions 
upon the publick for genuine truths; 
et there are others whole accounts a 
man of ſenſe and learning may read with 
Pleaſure and improvement. The natu- 
litt iS pleas d with curious deſcriptions 
of lame new and (to him) unknown 
* fegctables, and minerals ; the

geographer is pleaſed with the diſcoverx 
of ſome part of the globe that he had 
never heard or read of before; the mer- 
chant is pleaſed that a freſh caral for _ 
commerce is opened; and every perſon, 
who is a well-wiſher to his country, is 
pleaſed, to think that the name and fame 
of his country, are made known in the 
utmoſt parts of the earth, where, per- 

haps, they were never heard of before. 
But leaving other authors to their 
ſeveral views and purſuits, I come now 
to . the deſign of the preſent un- 
dertaking ; which is, to give a true and 
Ja account of all the material tranſac- 
tions and occurrences that befel us in 
our long and dangerous veyage to the 
South-Seas, from thence to the Eaſt- 
Indies, and from. thence to England, 
our native count. "OP 

It is impoſſible for the tongue or pen 
of man to give a perfect deſcription of 
the prodigious ſufferings and hardſhips 
that eyery perſon in the fleet, as well 
officers as men, went thro? during the. 
voyage. Methinks I ſtill hear the hor- 
Tible roarinz of the winds, and ſee the 
be riſing into mountains, the ſhips clams 
bering as it were thoſe hills, and then

faking into the moſt frightful valley, 
the rigging torn from the maſts, and the 
Jails ſplit into a thouſand pieces ſhiver- 
ing in the wind; wildneſs and deſpair in 
every man's countenance, as thinking 
each moment would be his laſt. But 
who can conceive, the dreadful mjſcrics 
and hardſhips that thoſe poor ſailors un- 
derwent, who were wreck'd on deſolate 
Hands that produc'd nothing for the ſub- 
filtince of man? When our ſhips, by 
being long kept at ſea by contrary winds 
and ſtreſs of weather, were in total 
want of proviſions of all forts, and an 
opportunity offer'd of ſending a boat 
aſhore, with what cagerneſs would the 
poor miſerable, half- ſtary'd wretches 
Hunt after the wild horſes, dogs, ſeals, 
every thing, and of every ſhape that 
Had life in it, and how greedily devour 
it hen taken? . 

As I profeſs the ſtricteſt regard to 

truth, and as nothing is inſerted in my 
Journal bur what L can bring the teſti- 
monies of a cloud of witneſſes to cons 
Arm, I ſhall ſpeak; of perſons with the 
ame impartiality as I do of things, and 
Where an officer has m'sbchav'd in his 
duty, his conduct will be cenſur d, ith 
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with ſcurrilous or abuſive language, buf 
ſhewing his errors by the ill conſequences. 
that enſued. Thus when the captain of 
the Wager raſhly ſhot his mate Mr. 
Cozens, the effects of that action were, 
that the nien, who might be apprehen= 
ſive of the ſame treatmenr themſelves,

April 21. One of the fore - maſt men 
went into the ſteward's room, and ask d 
the ſteward if he intended to ſerve the 
ſame quantity of bread as before ? The 
ſteward anſwer'd, Tbelieve ſo. The, fel- 
low, whoſe name was Joſeph King, re- 
ply'd, Now you have parted with the 
commodore, by G--d, you will find the 
difference. This behaviour of King was 
reported to the captaia, who imagining 
the fellow might be ſpirited up by ſome. 
of the crew, ordered a brace of "iſtols, 
and a brace of balls to be delivered to 
every officer in the ſhip, that they 
might be provided in caſe of mutiny, or 
neglect of duty; for many of the men 
were very diſobedient. and would not 
obey the lawful commands nt cheir of 
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May 21. The captain ordered all the 
officer of the ſhip into his: eibin, and 
-asked their opinions concerniug the beft 
bower- anchor. Aﬀer a ſhort” conſulta- 
tion, it was reſolved to cut it away, be- 
aufe there was no poſſibility of ſecuring 
it Without putting the forefail'in extreme 
danger, the ſhrouds and ee" amp be- 
by all broke. 
- Fourteen days before the loſs of the 
Ani, the wind at S. and S. S. W. fteerd

When his powder and ſhot were ſpent, 
he ſawed his gun barrel into ſeveral 
pieces with his knife, which he con- 
vected into a law by the help of a flint;

Neither theft or 
adultery, unleſs ſome great violence is 
done to the party, are puniſhed with death 
but by the baſt inado; or the offender has 
a thick bozrd hung about his neck, and 
is expoſed every day, the crime being 
written on the board. The common peo- 
ple have 4, burying place without the 
city, where they are laid promiſcuoufſly. 
Na perſons are ever buried within the 
walls of the city; nor is the dead corpſe 
of a perſon who has dicd in the conntry, 
ever ſuffered to be brougnt into a town. 
Their gofſins arc made of the moſt laſting 
wood, very latge, and fix or eight inches 
thick; much in the ſhape of ours. For 
the better fort of people, they are var- 
niſhed, carved, and gilded, and often coſt 
ſeveral hundred crowns.

As to fiſh they 
have great ſtore, and belides other me- 
thods, they have a peculiar way of catch- 
ing them, by breedivg large birds, like 
cranes, which they have much under 
command; theſe they place on the ſides 
of their boats, and on the ſight of fiſh 
they give a ſignal, at which the birds 
take their flight, and ſpread themſelves 
the breadth: of the river or lake; when 
they have ſeized a fiſh they bring it to 
their maſter alive, and immediately take 
their flight for more; when their maſters 
have gotten a ſufficient ſtore, they un- 
lolz a ſtring (which they put about the 
birds necks to prevent their ſwallowing 
the fiſh) and let them prey ſometime for 
themſelves.

drove into the ground; after this, they 
rip the beaſt open alive from one end to 
the other, tearing the guts from the 
carcaſs and nobler parts, avoid ing as much 
4s poſſible the breaking of the blood- 
veſſels about the heart, by which means 
the creature is ſometimes half an hour a 
dying; when the entrails are taken out, 
they anoint themſelves with the fat of 
them, and then roaſt and boil the reſt 
of the ſacrifice; the guts and inwards 
being the portion of thoſe of the beſt 
quality among them, as they are eſteem- 
_ ed. preferable to any other part of the

They have abundance of large ſerpents 
zn this country, particularly the ais ſer- 
pent, of an aſh colour, ſpeckled with red 
and yellow ſpots, the neck broad, and 
having near the eyes, a fleſhy protuhe- 
rance of the bignefs of a hazel nut; 
ſome of them are ſeveral yards in length. 
The eye ſerpent, ſo cal'd from light 
ſpecks that appear Hike eyes on his black 
skin: This is alſo call'd ſometimes the

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ing himſelf forward with great ſwiftneſs. - 
There is alſo a tree- ſerpent, which has 
obtained its- name from winding itſelf 
round the branches of trees, which it ſo 
reſembles in colour, that men are fre- 
quently bitten and ſurprized by it,taking 
the creature for part of the tree. The 
ditpatch, ſo called from the violent thirſt 
it occaſions in thoſe that are bitten by 
it, is found here, as is alſo the hairy-ſer- 
pent. But the "moſt troubleſome ſer- 
nts here are the houſz-ſer pents, ſo 
call'd from their delighting in houſes; 
and, if they can, they will get into bed 
to a man, but will not attempt to bite, 
unleſs he happens to hurt them; and, if 
they de, their bite is not mortal: This 
ſerpent is an inch and a half thick, and 
from an ell to a yard and half in length. 
There is allo a very tmall ſerpent, that 
harbours and lays its eggs inthe thatch of 
houſes : Theſe are about a finzer's length, 
and the thickneſs of a g gooſe-quill : The 
water ſnake is of the ſane thicknels, but 
about ſix inches long.

Intollerably. And here are green flies, 


Which have exactly the ſame effect as 


Spaniſh flies, and are uſed by their phy- 


ſicians in raiſing bliſters. 

The gnats are exceediug troubleſome 
at the Cape, and the flies; are no leſs ſo, 
eſpecially to the Hottentots, whoſe 
nakedneſs makes them multiply to that 
degree, that they are forced to remove 
their camp, and go to a new ground, to
